‘‘It  sure  was!  Now,  we  thought,  we  could  come  in  late,  cut  classes,  and  carry  on  our  love  life  in  the 
corridors  without  fear  of  reprimand.  We  were  due  for  a  rude  awakening,  as  I  remember!” 

‘‘But  returning  to  school  this  time  had  something  extra-special  in  store  for  us.  Our  football  team  won 
the  Northern  Berkshire  Championship.” 

‘‘Now  who’s  talking  about  sports!  Do  }ou  remember  the  night  games  at  Noel  Field  when  the  smoke 
blew  across  the  gridiron  and  we  couldn’t  even  see  the  players?” 

‘‘Right  after  that,  we  Juniors  revived  the  annual  football  dance.  Remember  what  fun  we  had  decorat¬ 
ing  the  gym  to  look  like  a  football  field?  The  footballs  we  gave  to  the  team  as  souvenirs  kept  falling  down 
and  we  had  to  keep  tying  them  tip.” 


‘‘^'cs,  we  had  a  lot  of  fun,  hut  we  had  our  serious  moments,  too.  On  .Armistice  Oav.  the  Thumbs-l'p 
Kirl!idedicate<l  a  bronze  plaque  to  the  memory  of  Drury  men  who  died  in  the  service  of  their  countr\ .  Look, 
here’s  a  picture  of  the  plaque." 

"Then  came  Christmas  and  the  Drury  Prom,  the  first  big  formal  in  which  we  actualK'  had  an  active 
part.  The  snow  was  piled  high  around  the  Masonic  Temple  but  that  didn’t  stop  anyone  from  having  a 
gornl  time.” 

"Yes,  after  that,  it  seemed  a  shame  to  return  to  school  for  mid-years.  But,  1  suppose,  all  got)d  things 
must  come  to  an  end  sr)metime.’’ 

"Don’t  forget,  though,  basketball  season  was  in  full  swing  when  we  got  back.  1  have  all  the  clippings 
somewhere  —  here  they  are.” 

"We  got  off  to  a  slow  start  that  year,  but  we  ended  with  ten  wins  and  four  defeats  for  third  place.” 

"We  had  .some  wonderful  assemblies,  t(X).  Remember  Xutchuk,  the  Eskimo  who  played  the  piano: 
Mrs.  Marguerite  Shoemaker,  the  dt*ep-sea  diver  who  told  us  of  the  perils  of  her  work,  and  the  one  honoring 
the  Rifle  Club  which  received  a  charter  from  the  National  Rifle  Association.” 

"I’ve  been  trying  to  think  who  our  junior  class  officers  were.  Do  \  ou  remember?” 

"Don  Hosley  was  President,  Jimm\'  (iazzaniga  was  \’ice- President  and  Rod  Tarie  was  Secretary- 
Treasurer.” 

"Along  about  spring  we  had  our  Junior  Class  Play  "Every  Family  Has  One.”  Boy,  I’d  sure  like  to 
have  one  of  those  in  my  family!” 

"I’ll  always  remember  those  wonderful  dances  at  the  end  of  the  year — ^the  Spring  Carousel,  the  Senior 
Cabaret,  the  Reception — that  was  realh  wonderful,  wasn’t  it?” 

"Aside  from  the  fact  that  my  hands  were  all  cut  from  the  ground  glass  we  used  for  decorating  and  that 
I  had  glue  in  my  hair,  I  was  in  fine  shape.” 

"Well,  what  about  me?  I  nearly  fell  off  the  ladder  while  trying  to  tape  some  crepe  paper  on  the  wall. 
Seriously,  though,  it  was  loads  of  fun.” 

"And  then  graduation  and  we  were  that  long  look-forward-to  curiosity — Seniors.” 

"Don’t  be  cynical,  we  did  feel  cjuite  proud  of  ourselves  when  we  started  our  last  year  at  Drury.” 

"We  had  something  else  to  be  proud  of,  remember?  We  won  the  Northern  Berkshire  Football  Cham¬ 
pionship  again  that  year.  I’ll  never  forget  that  Pittsfield  game  especially,  when  our  boys  triumphed  over  a 
highly  rated  team  from  the  Shire  City.” 

"The  fall  of  the  year  was  wonderful.  The  weather  stayed  nice  and  warm  and  we  had  so  many  dances  — 
The  traditional  Freshman  Reception,  the  Sophomore  P'rolic,  the  Academe’s  'I'urkey  Trot,  the  Junior  Foot¬ 
ball  dance  —  Remember  the  football  captains  with  their  funny  hats  cutting  the  cake?” 

"It  tasted  good  too.  After  that,  we  got  our  tickets  for  the  Senior  Play  and  began  to  use  our  high 
pres.sure  tactics  to  sell  them.  Our  Senior  Cast  did  a  fine  job  on  "Best  Foot  P'orward.” 

“.And  then,  Christmas  vacation.  Of  course  you  know  what  came  ne.xt  —  the  Prom,  d'he  weather 
was  hardly  what  we’d  have  picked  —  cold  and  rainy  —  but  who  cares  about  weather  an\  vvay?” 

"It  seems  strange  to  look  back  and  realize  that  while  we  were  having  such  a  good  time,  the  waters  were 
steadily  rising  and  two  days  later  reached  flood  stages.  Remember  how  a  great  many  of  our  Senior  boys 
sptmt  New  A’ear’s  Eve  in  the  Armory  with  the  State  Guard?” 

"We  didn’t  go  back  to  school  right  awa\'  either,  since  the  water  wasn’t  fit  to  drink.  W  hen  we  did  get 
back,  we  didn’t  have  mid-years  —  they  had  been  abolished  —  but  we  did  have  two  day  tests.  Oh,  well  — ” 

"But,  as  always,  basketball  came  to  the  rescue  and  once  again  we  were  traipsing  down  to  the  Armory 
every  week  to  cheer  our  team  on.  Incidentally,  that  was  about  the  time  the  cheerleaders  got  those  new 
uniforms!” 

".At  the  end  of  the  season  there  were  the  usual  Mardi  (iras  dances  and  then  the  Lenten  season  was  upon 
us.  The  warm  spring-like  days  flew  quickly  after  that  and  before  we  knew  it  our  spring  vacation  had  come.” 

"Once  we  were  back  in  school  it  was  no  time  until  the  senior  activities  began.  Our  Cabaret  was  held 
in  May  along  with  several  of  the  club  banejuets.  On  Memorial  Day,  the  usual  exercises  with  senior  girls 
in  white  t(K>k  place  and  we  knew  our  high  school  da\’s  were  nearh'  over.  The  Pro  Merito  group  had  their 
annual  banquet  and  we  began  doing  ‘last  things.’  Finally  all  we  had  to  do  was  wait  for  Commencement 
Week." 

".And  what  a  week  that  was!  I’ll  never  forget  that — so  much  to  do  and  so  little  time  to  do  it  in — the 
Class  Banquet,  Class  Night,  when  we  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  our  caps  and  gowns,  and  finally  the 
Reception.  .Although  the  Juniors  outdid  themselves  to  make  this  a  great  success,  the  affair  was  tinged 
with  sadness  as  we  realized  that  it  was  our  last  high  school  formal.” 

“Finally,  the  climax  of  our  four  years  at  Drury  — •  Graduation.  I  can  picture  now  our  class  moving 
slowly  to  the  strains  of  ".Auld  Lang  Syne” — no  longer  students,  but  graduates,  of  ‘Drury  on  the  Hill’.”

This  car  by  the  way  is  one  of  Roger  Pedercini’s 
new  futuristic  creations. 

A  Marine  Band  is  now  passing  below  us  playing  the  current  favorite,  “By  the  Light  of  the  Moon”' 
Their  dashing  uniforms  flash  gaily  in  the  sun,  and  behind  comes  the  car  of  Governor  Ruth  Cummings, 
that  fiery  orator  from  the  new  State  of  Alaska.  Next  in  line  comes  a  float  upon  which  are  the  beauty  con¬ 
test  winners  and  queens  of  their  individual  states:  Nancy  Reid,  Miss  North  Carolina;  Betty  Coughlin,  Miss 
Massachusetts:  Beatrice  Cavallero,  Miss  Florida;  Dot  D’Arcangelo,  Miss  Louisiana;  and  Pat  Danlowitz, 
Miss  X'irginia.  A  snappy  band  led  by  chic  Leona  Alderman  and  Ethel  Powell,  drum  majorettes,  now 
comes  swinging  past  followed  by  a  detachment  of  infantry  led  by  Captains  XVilfred  Dion  and  XXulliam  Dolle. 

Now  comes  a  shiny  Packard  in  which  are  Armand  Senay,  Governor  of  Texas,  and  Don  Northrop, 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania.  Rolling  slowly  along  is  a  huge  float  from  our  own  State  of  Massachusetts  with 
Dale  Cilli,  Lois  Parisien,  Madeline  Zona  and  Margaret  Flanders  depicting  the  Four  Freedoms. 

And  now,  due  to  the  shortage  of  time  we  switch  you  back  to  the  inauguration  grounds  where  our  an¬ 
nouncer  will  bring  you  the  up-to-the-minute  happenings  there.  XX'e  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
our  engineer,  Mike  LaXTrsa,  vvTo  has  done  a  fine  job  in  getting  this  broadcast  to  you.  And  now  back  to 
the  main  gate. 

d'his  is  your  announcer  at  the  West  Gate  viewing  the  celebrities  as  they  drive  through  the  gate.  Lead¬ 
ing  the  parade  of  autos  is  the  sleek  limousine  of  Jack  McNaughton,  well-known  automobile  designer,  follow¬ 
ed  by  a  “Cadd\’”  convertible  occupied  by  Bill  Borowski,  Dick  Lefevbre,  Bill  Trombley  and  Phil  Meehan, 
all  stars  in  their  chosen  field  of  sports.  Next  comes  a  baby  blue  Mack  truck  with  its  horn  impatiently 
blowing  and  we  see  that  it  is  driven  by  Marty  Cookish,  wealthy  international  fruit  importer.  Accompany¬ 
ing  him  is  Ken  rrabold  who  is  the  local  instructor  for  the  Charles  Atlas  Course.  Now  we  see  a  big  sedan 
purring  up  to  the  gate.

Brown,  clothes  designers  with  their  famous  model.  Ed  Brennan,  accompKinied  b>'  Barb  Campeilelli,  world 
champion  t\pist.  F’aul  Kronick,  noted  brain  surgeon  and  Jack  Hillard,  Prudential  Life  Insurance  presi¬ 
dent  bring  up  the  rear. 

.•\nd  now,  iK'fore  we  switch  to  our  hand  microphone  down  near  the  platform  where  the  band,  conducted 
by  Maestro  Dick  Windrow,  is  tuning  up,  we  would  like  to  announce  that  this  broadcast  is  coming  to  you 
through  the  co-operation  of  Radio  Station  DHSand  its  general  manager,  Mr.  Phil  Ke\  worth.  .^nd  now 
for  the  switch. 

Here  we  are,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  stationed  below  the  platform  with  a  portable  mike,  .^bove  us, 
dignitaries  are  slowly  gathering.  Prom  our  vantage  p<jint  we  can  see  those  two  heroic  naval  officers,  .Admirals 
Hugh  MacFarlane  and  V\all\'  Hodecker  discussing  current  affairs  with  newly  appointed  cabinet  members 
Joe  Magnifico,  Secretary  of  the  .^rmy;  .Art  Brule,  Secretary  of  War;  and  Jack  Prevey,  .Attorney  (>eneral, 
with  Thomas  Mefirory,  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  acting  as  referee. 

-Ah!  The  familiar  strains  of  “Hail!  Hail!  The  ('»ang’s  -All  Here”  can  now  l)e  heard  being  played  by  the 
internationally  famous  tuba  soloist,  Fred  .Allen,  and  from  beneath  the  platform  come  the  sounds  of  loud 
discussion.  Yes,  it’s  John  Reilly,  labor  union  chief  and  Neil  lYince,  Secretary  of  Labor  arguing  the  pros¬ 
pects  of  wage  increases  for  1970. 

Rev.  (ieorge  La  More,  who  will  give  the  invocation,  is  now  mounting  the  platform.  Behind  him  comes 
Supreme  Court  Justice  Boyer,  who  will  swear  in  the  President.  Now  taking  their  seats  on  the  platform 
are  Her  Honor,  Mayor  Joan  Parisien  and  Chief  of  Police  George  Thompson,  who  are  representing  North 
.Adams.  1  now  see  that  there’s  a  commotion  at  the  gate  so  we’ll  switch  you  down  there. 

Here  we  are  back  at  the  gale,  ladies  and  gentlemen.  The  masses  of  people  gathered  here  totiay  repre¬ 
sent  one  of  the  biggest  crowds  that  has  ever  turned  out  for  a  presidential  inauguration.  People  from  all 
walks  of  life  have  congregated  for  this  gala  event.  As  my  eyes  scan  the  crowd,  I  can  see  many  of  the  Drury 
.Alumni  gathered  here.  Tony  h'alco  and  Leo  Lamore,  notable  construction  engineers  have  just  arrived,  and 
standing  next  to  them  are  the  Misses  Dorothy  Arno,  Leah  LeSage  and  Shirley  Parmenter,  leading  Ameri¬ 
can  dietitians  debating  current  food  situations  with  Rose  Benoni,  Christine  F'alco  and  Dorothy  ('xrant. 
Home  Economics  experts.  While  we  are  on  the  subject  of  food,  may  we  mention  that  the  reception  follow¬ 
ing  the  ceremony  is  being  supervised  by  the  leading  American  caterers.  The  Burdick  Firm,  Howard  and 
Lawrence:  and  the  W.W.W.  Firm  owned  and  operated  by  Eleanor  Wojcik,  Claire  Wood,  and  Betty  Worth¬ 
ington.  Fdbowing  their  way  through  the  throng  are  Johnn\-  Seddon  well-known  sportsman,  with  his 
Northwoods  guide.  Bill  Coughlin.  .American  participants  in  the  recent  OK  mpic  games,  Shirley  Norcross 
Joan  Crosier  and  Russ  LeSure  come  striding  after  them. 

Forming  a  group  of  their  own  are  Phyl  Collette,  manager  of  the  Woolworth  Chain,  Art  O’Brien  pro¬ 
prietor  of  a  local  .Army  and  Navy  Store,  Lionel  Danis,  president  of  the  Greylock  Mills,  Barbara  Feder, 
owner  of  Massachusetts’  leading  furniture  company,  and  Nancy  Hurlbut,  local  noted  physicist. 

Leading  a  delegation  from  the  Drury  faculty  is  Principal  Thomas  Borowski  followed  by  a  few  members 
of  the  stall  composed  of  Sylvia  Hofsepian  and  Marion  Horn,  English  teachers;  Natalie  Garofano,  commercial 
instructor:  Barbara  Slade,  art  department  head;  vocational  director,  Margaret  Belouin  and  physical  educa¬ 
tion  directors,  .Arlene  Monet te  and  Claire  Chalifoux.  Ed  Lawton,  head  coach  of  Drury  sports,  follows  with 
Bob  Vasseur  and  Fran  Kelly,  the  team’s  water  boys,  gaily  clad  in  spotless  green  uniforms. 

Feeling  a  bit  hungry,  let’s  swing  over  to  the  other  side  of  the  street.  We  now  enter  the  famous  estab¬ 
lishment,  “The  Cabin”,  owned  by  Bill  Kanelos,  and  managed  by  Bill  Jirkovsky.  Seated  at  the  first  table 
on  our  right,  are  the  former  Misses  Carol  Bishop  and  Ellen  Rice,  newly-elected  officers  to  the  .Association 
of  Housewives  of  .America.  Serving  them  is  head  waiter  Ray  Kuzia.  .At  the  next  table  we  see  Jean 
Scarpitto  and  Barb  Prenguber,  editors  of  the  lonely  hearts  column  in  the  local  newspaper,  attempting  t(j 
promote  business  with  the  manager  of  the  local  marriage  bureau,  Joan  LaPierre.  Loudly  arguing  at  the 
other  end  of  the  floor  are  heavy-weight  champion  of  the  world,  Dick  Murray,  and  his  manager.  Bob.  who 
is  trying  to  settle  contract  differences  with  promoter,  Larry  Levey.  Listening  in  as  an  interested  spec¬ 
tator  is  Jimm\  Lapan,  traveling  secretary  of  the  Boston  Red  Sax.  Ciroujaed  around  a  center  table  are 
railroad  tycoons  Bob  Williams,  ami  John  Shaw  charting  a  new  trunk  line. 

Seating  ourselves  at  the  table  we  give  our  order  to  Bob  Burdick,  and  turn  to  watch  the  floor  show. 
We  find  that  first  on  the  program  are  X'irginia  Oliveri  and  .Marian  .Matney,  a  comedy  team.  Next,  Master 
of  Ceremonies  .A1  Martel  introduces  the  currently  popular  singer,  Joan  .Andrews,  accompanied  by  Mike, 
Melchiori  ami  his  accordion.  Norman  (iranger,  who  recently  made  his  piano  debut  in  New  \’ork  Cit\', 
has  agrwd  to  give  a  short  rendition  of  his  own  concerto  after  her  number. 

Following  the  hour  fl(X)r  show  we  stop  at  Mary  Partas’  fortune  telling  booth,  and  then  step  outside 
and  hail  a  taxi  driven  by  .Aime  Thibert.  We  see  Earl  and  Cliff  Bliss  selling  balloons  on  the  corner.  We 


buy  a  big  blue  and  white  one  from  them  and  go  on  our  way. 

As  we  cruise  down  Main  Street,  some  of  the  store  fronts  attract  our  attention  ■ —  Don  Hosley’s  Speed-0- 
Print  Shop;  Betty  Cooper’s  Dress  Shoppe;  “Champ”  Delisle’s  Billiard  Academy;  Marge  Eastman’s  Fresh 
Fish  Delicatessen;  and  Leo  Moreau’s  and  A1  Trottier’s  combination  butcher  shop  and  open-air  market. 

As  the  cab  stops  for  a  red  light,  we  hail  Carl  Foster,  newspaper  boy,  and  buy  the  afternoon  Academe, 
edited  by  Marijane  Curran.  Scanning  the  headlines,  we  see  that  the  famous  law  firm  of  Jeanton  and  San¬ 
ford  has  just  won  a  case  in  which  their  client,  Ernie  Rondeau,  successful  bathtub  salesman,  was  being  sued 
by  well-known  bus-driver.  Bill  Mumford,  who  suffered  a  narrow  escape  when  he  w'as  almost  washed  down 
the  faulty  drain  of  one  of  Rondeau’s  tubs.  Incidentally,  Dick  Gold  was  Mumford’s  attorney.  Turning 
to  the  sports  section  edited  by  Ronnie  Kenyon,  we  read  that  the  famous  Drury  Nine,  coached  by  Ed  Lawton 
has  just  won  its  fifth  straight  league  championship.  As  we  scan  the  advertisement  section,  our  eye  is  caught 
by  the  boldface  print  ad  of  Weenie  Wdlson’s  Hock  Shop.  Farther  dow-n  the  page  is  an  ad  of  Smith’s  Laun¬ 
dromat,  owned  by  Jane  Smith  and  one  for  the  “Halfway”,  owned  by  Carol  Pignone  and  Nancy  Phelps. 
Our  cab  turns  back  to  the  scene  of  the  inauguration,  and  as  we  drive  through  the  gate  we  see  a  few  late¬ 
comers  straggling  in.  Among  them  are  Joan  Giamborino  and  Pat  Gilmore,  famous  Conover  models  with 
Jean  Nassif,  Paramount’s  newest  box-office  attraction.  Dolores  Jangrow  and  Joyce  Harrington,  fashion 
editors,  follow.  Still  standing  at  the  gate  is  Fran  Trimarchi,  manager  of  Kitty’s  Kandy  Kitchen,  owned  by 
Dot  Germaine  and  Adeline  Poirot. 

As  we  leave  our  car  and  walk  to  the  platform  where  the  ceremonies  are  now  beginning,  Howie  Tanner, 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  his  assistant,  Forrest  Sherman,  mount  the  platform  followed  by  Louie  Ziter, 
Secretary  of  Commerce  and  the  Vice-President,  Ed  Laniarre.  Also  taking  their  seats  on  the  platform  are 
Frank  Gamari,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Secretary  of  State,  Victor  Choquette,  and  Ray  Gleason,  FBI 
Head  with  Postmaster  General,  Biggie  Casperson. 

And  now  coming  through  the  crowd  and  mounting  the  steps  are  President  James  Casey,  and  the  first 
lady,  the  former  Annette  Trudeau  accompanied  by  their  personal  bodyguards,  Charlie  Wilson  and  Francis 
Stanton,  and  the  President’s  aide  Jim  Cazzaniga,  and  his  secretary,  Margaret  Fenton.  The  band  now  strikes 
up  the  strains  of  the  National  Anthem  which  is  sung  by  Kathleen  Boudreau.  As  the  invocation  begins  the 
sound  of  planes  overhead,  led  by  Roddy  Tarte,  noted  aviator,  drowns  out  the  prayer.  These  planes  are  of 
the  newest  type,  designed  by  Bob  Petri  and  Ernie  Potvin.  As  they  disappear  into  the  distant  horizon,  the 
Vice  President  steps  forward  to  receive  the  oath.  Chief  Justice  Boyer  swears  him  in.  He  is  followed  by 
the  President,  who  also  solemnly  takes  the  oath.  Now  the  President  is  concluding  his  inaugural  address 
and  the  cheers,  led  by  Peggy  Scarfone,  a  pep  promoter,  subside.  The  ambassadors  and  political  notables 
step  forward  to  congratulate  the  new  executive.  Foremost  are  Angela  Puccio,  United  States  Ambassador 
to  Italy;  Naomi  Shafer,  Representative  to  the  United  Nations;  Marilyn  Sprague,  President  of  the  Re- 
publicrat  auxiliary  division,  and  Lyle  Blanchard  and  Milton  Poirot,  Good  Will  Ambassadors  to  France.
